Lutz was about torty years old 
and has been living in Hopkins 
county a number of years. He 
was never known to be in any 
Minims trouble before. HiB main 
fault was a desire for liquor, and 
when drinkiuK would invariably 
talk politics and religion. He 
was with Jno. Hall, Sr., and .Ino. 
Hall, Jr., and Jeff Morgan When 
these men started home Lutz 
followed them to the burnt dis- 
trict, where their horses were 
hitched. 

The bystanders present say all 
of the men were under the in- 
fluence of liquor and when Lutz, 
who was the only Republican in 
the crowd, demanded that he be 
permitted to present his side of 
tin* case. Young Hall objected, 
whereupou Lutz threw a brick at 
him, striking the elder Hall on 
the knee. This bo enraged Mor- 
gan that he grabbed a heavy club 
and struck Lutz on the head, 
him in a few moments, 
af soon as the blow 
sk, and when one 
present proclaimed

Morgan is a man about 26 
years old and hails from near 
Russellville Logan county. He 
was married to Hall's daughter 
about ten months ago. He was 
indicted at the last term of court 
and fined on a misdemeanor 
charge. When brought before 
Judge Bradley Snnday afternoon 
he appeared to unconcerned and 
talked freely about the murder.

President Roosevelt Acknowledges Debt of American People for 
Blessings Upon the Nation. 

By thk President of the United States : A Proclamation : 

It has pleased Almighty God to bring the American people in 
safety and honor through another year, and, in accordance with the 
long unbroken custom handed down to us by our forefathers, the 
time has come when a special day shall be set apart in which to 
thank Him who holds all nationB in the hollow of His hand for the 
mercies thus vouchsafed to us. During the century and a quarter 
of our national life, we as a people have been blessed beyond all 
others, and for this we owe humble and heartfelt thanks to the 
author of all blessings. The year that has closed has been one of 
peace within our own borders, a? well as between us and all other 
nations. The harvests have been abundant, and those who work, 
whether with hand or brain, are prospering greatly. Reward has 
waited upon honest effort. We have been enabled to do our duty 
to ourselves and to others. Never has there been a time when re- 
ligious and charitable effort has been more evident. Much has 
been given to us and much will be expected from us. We speak of 
what has been done by this nation in no spirit of boastfulness or 
vainglory, but with full and reverent realization that our strength 
is as nothing unless we are helped f»m above. Hitherto we have 
been given the heartiest strength to do the tasks allotted to us as 
they severally arise. We are thankful for all that has been done 
for us in the past and we pray that in the future we may be 
strengthened in the unending struggle to do our duty fearlessly and 
honestly, with charity aud good will, with respect for ourselves 
and with love toward our fellowmen. In this great Republic the 
effort to combine national strength with personal freedom is being 
tried on a scale more gigantic than ever before in the world's his- 
tory. Our success will mean much, not only for onrselv^s, but for 
the future of all mankind; and every man or woman in our land 
Bhould feel the grave responsibility resting upon him or her, for in 
the last aualysis this success must depend upon the high average 
of our individual citizenship, upon the way in which each of us 
does his duty by himself and his neighbor. 

Now, therefore, I, Theodore Roosevelt, President of the Unit- 
ed States, do hereby appoint and set apart Thursday, the 24th of 
this November, to be observed as a day of festival and thanksgiv- 
ing by all the people of the United States at home or abroad, and 
do recommend that on that day they cease from their ordinary oc- 
cupations and gather in their several places of worship or in their 
homes, devoutly to give thanfes unto Almighty God for the benefits 
He has conferred upon us as individuals and as a nation, and to 
beseech Him that in the future His divine favor may be continued 
to us. 

In witness whereof I have hereunto set my hand and caused 
the seal of the United States to be affixed. 

Done a\ the City of Washington, this 1st day of November, in 
the year of our J,ord 1904 and of the independence of the United 
States the 129th.

SAVED FRIEND'S LIFE 

TWICE IN A SINGLE DAY. 



Hon. J. R. Dean Rescued Dil|ard Todd 
Twenty Yean Ago. 

Dillard Todd, of the Pond riv- 
er country, was in Earlington 
Tuesday. Mr. Todd is one of the 
most substantial farmers in his 
section. Twenty years ago he 
and our neighbor, Jas. R. Dean, 
were neighbors on the Island in 
the eastern part of Hopkins 
county ana Mr. Todd's visit here 
recalled a close shave he had and 
how Mr. Dean saved his life 
twice in one day. The two neigh- 
bors had been afoot to Madison- 
ville. It was winter and they 
could only get to town by pass- 
ing on foot over the ice covering 
the water that surrounded the 
Island. Returning in the after- 
noon they started across the ice, 
which presently broke under Mr. 
Todd's weight and dropped him 
in the water, where he struggled 
to get a hold on the edge of the 
broken ice, only to feel it give 
away again. Mr. Dean, fortun 
ately, got a footing on an im 
bedded log near enough to reach 
him with a pitchfork which he 
had brought. He tried to get 
his panic stricken friend to take 
hold of the fork handle, but fi- 
nally turned the other end and 
punched the fork at Todd until 
one of the tines stuck in his 
hand. This fixed his attention 
and he grabbed the fork and was 
saved. Before they got over the 
remaining distance on the ice 
Mr. Todd broke through again. 
This time he had confidence and 
extended his arms wide out on 
the ice so as to sustain his weight 
until his companion could help 
him. Again Mr. Dean was for- 
tunate to gain a firm footing and 
forked him out of the hole. The 
two then stood on tho ice three 
hours until they could attract at- 
tention and their people could 
haul a skiff by wagon to the edge 
of the water and rescue them. It 
is not often that a man may save 
the life of a friend, but to save 
a life twice in a single day makes 
a story worth recounting a half 
century later.

A. K. Draper Tries to Commit 
Suicide by the Carbolic Acid 
and Laudanum Route. 

PURPOSE. 

Earlington people were treated 
to a genuine surprise Tuesday 
night when A. K. DraJ>e|, a 
young man of this city, took car- 
bolic acid and laudanum with 
suicidal intent. 

Mr. Draper had been in bad 
health for some time and in ad- 
dition to this he was in tronble 
financially to a small extent. 
These and other causes depressed 
him to such an extent he determ- 
ined to end his earthly troubles. 
On Tuesday evening he purchas- 
ed from John X. Taylor a small 
vial of landanum and one of car- 
bolic acid and carried them 
home. Before retiring that night 
he said to his father he did not 
feel well and went to bed earlier 
than usual. On entering his 
room he mixed the contents of 
the two bottles together, swal- 
lowed it and retired. In a short 
time his father heard him groan- 
ing and went in the room. He 
asked him if he felt worse, but 
received no replj^ On appraach- 
ing the bed Mr. Draper caught 
scent of the carbolic acin and at 
once surmised that his son had 
taken it. Dr. Johnson was called 
and by prompt, energetic work 
saved Ins life. Mr. Draper stat- 
ed to a representative of The 
Bee that he was very despondent 
over business matters and had 
been ill so much he thought it 
was better to die than to liye. 
He is getting along nicely now, 
however, and says he will make 
uo more attempts to take his life.

The genuinely precocious child is 
very rare. Parents are seldom justi- 
ged in attributing to their children 
powers which are transcendent.

The county seat was 
a fearfully long time getting 
away from the cheap, old plan of 
five mouths public schools, while 
she sat jingling her pockets full 
of cash and sending her favored 
sons and daughters to distant 
schools — letting the multitude of 
children do their best in the 
short, free public school held in 
any sort of room available. We 
write feelingly ou this question 
because we were subject, as a 
boy, to just such indifferent pub- 
lic school advantages, and at 
Madisonville, and were number- 
ed among the unfortunate ma- 
jority who could not command 
better things. The town now 
has schools and electric lights, 
and waterworks and sewerage 
system should come aext and not 
be long in coming. We are for 
home first, but want to see the 
entire county progress in all good 
things, hence our speaking out 
on this question which concerns 
directly only the citizens of Mad 
isonville. There have beeu ugly 
fires there and others may come 
at any time, as uncontrollable 
and possibly much more disas- 
trous. Madisonville should get 
water and get it quick. It 
wouldn't hurt the town and its 
Saturday and courtday visitors to 
drink more of the limpid fluid, 
and it is certainly good to put 
out fires.

Declares President is Abler Man and Poll- 
tlcian Than Accredited. 

Trenton, Mo., November 1.— 
Col. Henry Wattersou, editor of 
the Louisville Courier-Journal, 
spent Monday afternoon and 
evening in Trenton. He thought 
he was dated to deliver a lecture 
here for the Slaytou lyceum bu- 
reau of Chicago* but on arrival 
i found thai the date had been 
caucelled. Col. Wattersou talk- 
ed freely of his affairs, out men- 
tioned polities rather guardedly. 
I He said: 

"No more campaigning for me. 
I shall go abroad in the spring. 
Yes, 1 bar*. tb« New York Her- 
ald- foracait The Herald prob- 
ably has as good an opporunity 
to know the prospects as can be 
hud. I presume its iigures are 
approximately correct. There is 
always a chance in politics for 
the unexpected and highly im- 
probable, but I see little pros- 
pect of anything better for the 
Democracy than the Herald has 
indicated. It looks like four 
more years of the same. 

"History has several times 
proved that judges who have 
been on the bench for long terms 
make disappointing candidates. 
They are too staid. They have 
not the sugar-coat that wins 
with the masses, and they seem 
to be out of touch with the peo- 
ple. They are always disap- 
pointments." 

"Roosevelt is a much abler 
man aud a much shrewder poli- 
ticau than he was given credit 
for being.

I 
wish I could burn that thought into 
the heart of every working mau in 
America. In the west I would say, 
"Get an irrigated acre." Mr. Max- 
well declared that if every man who 
now works eight hours a day in a 
factory or a smelter could work four 
hours & day In the factory and four 
hours a day on his acre of irrigated 
land he would double his income 
and he would insure himself, his 
wife and his children against want 
when the day's wages should stop. 
Change Oar Educational Britain. 

"But we must have a different 
system of national education from 
the present one," he said, "which 
trains our children away from the 
land. This idea is gaining ground. 
We have manual training and 
domestic science taught In some of 
our schools. That is getting back 
to the true system of education 
where, Instead of the old folkB re- 
maining at home to die alone while 
the boys go to the cities with the 
idea of becoming millionaires but to 
end as counter Jumpers and clerks, 
the making and keeping of a home 
is taught. 

"One more thing should be coupled 
to the school system. Every child 
should be made a gardener and a 
horticulturist. The winter terra 
should be devoted half to books and 
half to work on the benches, and a 
summer term should be devoted to 
agriculture. The boys, would learn

The way to close the saloons is 
teach the girls to cook. Many a
